Another Battle for Possession of 


a Church

A Mob of Two Hundred of Whom Take 


Possession of St. Hedwlg's Church 


in Chicago, but are Driven 


Off by the Police. 


CHICAGO, March 15.—Enraged by the 


action of Archbishop Feehan in send- 
ing a Resurrectionist priest to take 
charge of St. Hedwig's church, and if" 
cited to violence by excited women, a 
mob of 200 Poles made another riotous 
demonstration at the church to-day. 
The edifice was desecrated by the an- 
gry parishioners, who had to be driven 
from the place by a large force of po- 
licemen with clubs and revolvers 
drawn. 


Mrs. Lewondoski and her son John, 


who were foremost in threatening 
priest and police and resisting the 
latter, were arrested. After the mob 
had been driven half a block from the 
church the women hut-led stones at the 
officers and tried to incite the awed 
Poles to attack the police guard out- 
side the church. 


More serious trouble is expected un- 


less a priest is appointed who is ac- 
ceptable to the congregation which is 
making- a fiprht against any member of 
the 
Resurrectionist order, becausa 


their former priest, Father Uarzinski, 
wh» was not liked, belonged to that 
order. 


The Poles, men and women, met in 


one body early this morning and 
inarched w'th shouts to attack the 
church. They stormRd it while the 
hated priest, Father Szydlazyk, and 
his followers were at mass. The mob 
entered by battering down the door, 
and five officers on guard made no ef- 
fort to check their advance. 


Lieut Rehm, who was in charge of 


the police, called for reinforcements, 
and seventy-five of the reserve force 
came quickly to the rescue in wagons. 
The exultant shouting inob was in 
possession of the church, and the priest 
was forced to seclude himself in the 
sacristry 
until help came. Lieut. 


Rehm, at the head fifty officers, entered 
the church, and the display of weap- 
ons cowed the invaders. All wore 
driven into the street and tlie doors 
barricaded. 


The priest says he will hold the 
:hurch against all comers uutil re- 
sailed by the archbishop, while the 
men and women who want a secular 
pastor are planning to-night to renew 
lie attack with firearms and red pep- 
per. The church is strongly guarded.

PLATT, of New York, has abandoned 


his plan for bringing Mayor Strong to 
terms and now proposes to read Strong 
out of the party. That job may require 
a good deal of reading. 


ANY man can get a Democratic nomi- 


nation this year who is willing to pay for 
printing the tickets and a few other in- 
cidental expenses necessary to identify 
the organization. 


THE St. Louis Globe Democrat is of 


the opinion that the present administra- 
tion has more foreign complications on 
its hands, with less ability to adjust 
them in a proper and satisfactory way, 
than has been the misfortune of any 
previous one for a qnarter of a centure. 


THE Republican legislature of Indi- 


ana, which has just adjourned, accom- 
plished a large amount of work by the 
way of reforming the legislation of 20 
years of Democratic power in the state. 
The iniquitous congressional gerryman- 
der by which the Republicans were only 
able to elect three members of congress 
out of thirteen was repealed and an 
equitable apportionment substituted for 
it. 
They did not atop at this but 


wiped out other infamous partican leg- 
islation and substituted laws in the in- 
terests of all the people or in recogni- 
tion of their rightfc. They passed a local 
option law which was much needed to 
bring the liquor traffic under restraint, 
and provided for the erection of a homo 
for indigent and helpless old soldiers, 
and also amended the tax laws. The 
attempt of the governor by a trick to 
defeat a bill passed to correct a partisan 
measure enacted by the Democrats re- 
sulted in a riot at the close of the sess- 
ion, but the Republicans were success- 
ful in defeating the governor's scheme, 
yet they had to meet a mob of bulldozers 
to do it. 


A Reform Error. 


The Civic Federation is an organization 
in Chicago, the object of which is to 
secure better city government by do 
manding of each of the great political 
parties that none but the best available 
men shall be nominated 


It IB supposed to consist of men from 


all political parties, ea&h devoted to the 
interest of municipal reform. Attempts 
have been made both from within and 
without this organization to use it in 
the interest of the Democratic party, by 
tempting it to put up a third party 
ticket. But the^e efforts have all failed, 
and the Federation stands as it started 
out, non-partisan. 


But it has been doing some business 


along its line, and the result is that it 
has laid itself open to severe criticism. 
Some days ago the city council passed 
a very objectionable ordinance. The 
people held two great massmeetings to 
protest against the ordinance and asked 
a veto at the hands of the mayor. The 
major refused to heed the appeal and 
signed the ordinance. A large majority 
of the Republicans in the council voted 
against the ordinance, and only two 
Democrats out of the whole number in 
the council voted against it. Some of 
the Republicans who voted for the ob- 
jectionable ordinance and some of the 
candidates who voted for it are candi- 
dates for re-election. 


The Civic Federation has taken steps 


to defeat the two Republican aldermen 
who voted for the ordinance and are 
candidates for re-election, but it has 
taken no steps to defeat any of the 
numerous Democratic aldermen who 
voted for the ordinance, and are stand- 
ing for re-election. This is eminently 
unfair ard is calculated to do the feder- 
ation much harm and destroy public 
confidence in its judgment or its honesty 
of purpose. 


Its course in this matter can be ex- 


plained only upon one theory, and that 
is, that these gentlemen in the organiza- 
tion 
who are 
constitutionally op- 


posed to the Republican party have 
had more influence in shaping the 
course of the federation in this matter 
than they should, have been permitted 
to have. There can be no other reason 
why a discrimination should be made 
against Republicans. This leads to the 
conclusion that if the party prejudices 
of Democratic reformers must be de- 
ferred to to keep them in the reform 
column of such an organization the or- 
ganization must be a failure, for the 
simple reason that the people deferred 
to are not reformers, but simply parti 
sans in reform garments. Past experi- 
ence proves that this is in all probabil- 
ity the reason for this most extraordi- 
nary conduct of the federation. 


legislation for Veterans. 


Senator Bogardus has introduced a 


bill in the Senate that is of special in- 
terest to old soldiers. It provides that 


the oversee™ of the poor in towns .and 
cities shall provide such Burna of money 
as may be necessary, to be drawn upon 
by the commander or quartermaster of 
local grand army post, for the relief of 
the necessities of indigent soldiers or 
sailors, or the families of those deceased, 
and that proper vouchers shall be re 
turned for the same. The beneficiaries 
must have been residents of the state 
for at least one year. When there is no 
G. A. R post in the town the nearest 
post thereto shall have jurisdiction, and 
aid shall be furnished upon the applica- 
tion of a local relief committee. ^ de- 
tailed account of the relief so furnished 
shall be filed with the city town clerk 
once in each year at a date specified. 
Overseers of the poor are prohibited 
from Bending indigent soldiers to any 
almshouse, or their children to any or- 
phan asylum, without the consent of the 
commander of the post interested or the 
local relief committee. The design of 
the bill is to prevent old soldiers or 
their families from being rated as pau- 
pers, and it further provides that the 
commander of the department of Illi- 
nois, G. A. K. shall submit to the gover- 
nor on January 1 of each year, any mat- 
ters of interest in connection with the 
needs of veteran soldiers, or work per- 
formed under this act, m order that the 
people may be informed in regard there- 
to. 
Creates Terror Among Employes. 


Washington Special: Chief Clerk Ren- 


ick, of the state department is stirring 
up the employes of that office with a 
sharp stick. Renick believes in an honest 
day's work for honest money. Such a 
thing was never before heard of in that 
rather easy going and aristocratic bureau, 
and consternation reigns among society 
young men employed there. Beginning 
with January 1,1894, he has kept a rec- 
ord of the time each clerk and employe 
arrived at the department in the morn- 
ing, and his record is now complete for 
the full calendar year. In case the 
watchmen at the various entrances failed 
to note the arrival of any employe, a 
messenger was sent to his desk to see il 
he was there. The system adopted was 
perfect, the chief clerk being enabled to 
report to the minute the exact time losl 
by each employe in tardiness during the 
last calendar year. Calculations have 
been made as to the money value of the 
time lost based oa the annual salary of 
each individual, and Renick instructed 
the disbursing clerk of the department 
to deduct the amount from the salaries 
of the delinquents for the present month 
of March. In one case the deductions 
for the amount to $1.30, in another $2.80 
the greatest deduction in any one case 
being $9.60. The clerks claim it is a 
poor rule that won't work both ways 
and that they should be paid for over 
time when they stay till 5 or 6 o'clock in 
the evening, as is often the case.

and withdrawals 
from the 


treasury have of late 
practically 


ceased. 
There 
is 
not 
much 


enthusiasm about the situation, how- 
ever, because the gain is slow, and 
business is yet a long way from what 
was once considered a prosperous con- 
dition. Further, the gain is in some 
cases due to 
obviously 
temporary 


causes, and in some to causes which do 
not make for prosperity. 


The higher price of cotton, which 


has risen to 6.0« cents, results from be- 
lief that the acreage this year will be 
greatly reduced. 
The quantity of 


American now in sight, in this coun- 
try and in Europe, is about 4,400,000 
bales. 300,000 larger than in 1892, after 
a crop exceeding 9,000,0000 bales, and 
about as much more than half the 
greatest consumption ever known of 
American in a year. 


Wheat has arisen \}& cents because 


government reports only 75,000,000 
bushels in farmers' hands March 1, 
though practically nobody in the trade 
thinks the estimate correct, and the 
accepted estimates are about 60,000,000 
bushels higher.

have again risen above and exports 
continue below last year's 
Corn has 


risen 1 cent, following wheat; pork, 
81.25 per barrel, and hogs 10 ana lard 
30 cents per 100 pounds. 


Hailroad earnings for March compare 


hetter with last year's than those early 
in February, when storms 
blocked 


traffic, but are 9 per cent, smaller than 
in 1893. The complete earnings

February are 1.4 per cent, less than 
last year, and IS. 1 per cent, less than 
in 1893. East-bound tonnage for two 
weeks has been 114,192 tons against 
154,905 last year, and 165,700 in 1393. 


The volume of payments through 


clearinghouses for the week is 5.7 per 
cent, larger than last year, but 20.!) 
per cent, less than in 189!). 


Imports are just now running a lit- 


tle smaller than in February, while 
domestic exports for two weeks, from 
New Yoi;k ghpw.a decrease compared 
with laet year of 11 per 6ent. 


The output of pig March 1 was 156,- 


979 tons, a decrease since February 1 
of 8,412 tons weekly, and the increase 
of unsold stock was 52,900 tons in Feb- 
ruary, or 13,225 weekly. Since Janu- 
ary 1 the weekly output has decreased 
11,435 tons, and the accumulation of 
unsold stocks has been 125,515 tons. 
Prices do not rise, and except at Chi- 
cago there seems to be no general in- 
crease of demand. There improve- 
ment is observed in nearly all parts of 
the industry, particularly in materials 
for agricultural implement works, and 
at Pittsburgh the demand for struc- 
tural forms continues large. Bessemer 
pig is weaker at Pittsburgh, and while 
demand for bar improves, it falls short 
of the supply. Sheets are active, and 
also wire rods, without change in 
prices. 


The boot and shoe manufacture is 


doing better, not merely in shipments, 
which show the rapidity with which 
past orders for spring trade are being 
filled, 159,179 cases having been moved 
in two weeks of March, against 163,- 
907 in 1H93, but also in obtaining new 
orders for fall at somewhat better 
prices. 


In the cotton manufacture there are 


signs of improvement, 
apparently 


caused by the advance in raw cotton, 
giving greater confidence that present 
values for goods will be maintained, so 
that the fall in print cloths has J>een 
checked, and there is more buying of 
other goods. In the finer and fancy 
woolen goods there is a moderate busi- 
ness, while agents for low and medium 
goods are waiting for re-orders,though 
some have already sold enough for the 
season if no cancellations come. Sales 
of wool were 4,683,200 pounds, again&t 
5,:;,")I,TOO last year, and markets are 
quiet without change. 


Money is in better demand, the mar- 


ket hardens as usual before April 1, 
aud much more commercial paper is 
offered. The west is drawing from its 
balances here and there have been con- 
siderable sales of stocks on foreign ac- 
count. 


Liabilities thus far reported in fail- 


ures for the first week of 
March 


amount to 81,683,0^2, against 83,276,292 
last year; in manufactures 8785,396, 
against 8973,570 last year, and in trad- 
ing $897,656, against 81,254,938 last 
year. The final returns for February 
make the aggregate 311,414,374, against 
817,895,670 last year. 


Failures for the week have been 266 


in the United States, against 364 last 
year, and 57 in Canada, against 55 last 
year.

WASHIXGTOJC, March 10.—Secretary 


'Gresham'speremptory demand to 
Min- 


ister Taylor at Madrid for a prompt 
explanation of the Allianca affair was 
a manifest surprise to the Spanish 
.minister, Senor Muruaga. The minis- 
ter did not say that the information 
~*as entirely unexpected, but he did 
aot hesitate to express his suprise and 
regret that the government had acted 
apparently so hastily its sending such 
a telegram to Minister Taylor without 
hearing both sides of the case. Asked 
what the Spanish government would 
probably do in regard to this matter, 
i.he minister said: 


"I do not think my government will 


make any reply until it shall first have 
iieard from the governor-general of 
Cuba. Up to the present time the gov- 
ernor general had been placed in pos- 
session of no information leading him 
rx> believe the Allianca had been fired 
upon. I had a telegram from him last 
night stating that the naval com- 
ivander at Havana had telegraphed to 
the local authorities at Santiago de 
Cuba and Gibara, two of our coast 
titles, for full particulars of the 
alleged firing upon the Allianca. 
Qibara is near the spot where the out- 
rage is said to have been committed. 
Up to a few hours ago no report had 
been made to the local authorities, 
nnd I have been inclined to believe 
that Capt. Grossman was romancing, 
lit seems incredible that one of our 
irunboats could have done as Capt. 
Orosaman reports without having ac- 
quainted the naval commander at 
Havana with his action " 


"Suppose the governor general of 


Havana report* that the facts are sub- 
stantially as stated by Capt. Grossman, 
what then?" 


"What then?" queried the minister. 


"Well, the rest will depend upon cir- 
cumstances. If the Alliauca was upon 
;iurisdictional waters of Cuba, I can't 
»iee that we have any apology to make. 
If she was out of the six-miles limit I 
have no doubt that the Spanish gov- 
ernment will do what is right in the 
matter." 


"Suppose she was within the juris- 


dictiuual limit, but was simply mak- 
ing a quick transit through the wind- 
ward passage in order to reach the At- 
lantic, and was not carrying any con- 
traband of war, what face would that 
put upon the matter?" 


"In those circumstances, the Span- 


ish government would invoke the pen- 
oral international law that every na- 
1 ion has the right of sovereignty in 
its own waters. 
Everybody knows 


lhat we are having trouble with bands 
of so-called insurgents hi Cuba. The 
government has declared martial law 
in the islands. We know that vessels 
have been fitted out in the United 
Utates with arms and men designed to 
assist the insurgents. Is it not nat- 
ural, under these circumstance, that 
•we should be suspicious of all vessels 
hovering- about our shores? 
Only 


last month three yachts were fitted 
out in this country to carry arras 
i.nd men to Cuba to aid in the 
rebellion. The facts must be familiar 
to you. They were the La CJonda, 
Amandis and Baracoa. 
They were 


fitted out by Mr. Borden, who had been, 
the vice-consul of Spain and England 
t.t Fernandina. The yachts were de- 
tained at Derdina and released on the 
pround that no charge had been made 
in the United States against them. 
If the United States wants to deny our 
right of search nt this time within the 
jarisdictional waters of Cuba, they 
must then prevent vessels leaving 
their shores which it is known are car- 
rying contraband of war for the peo- 
ple in rebellion against our govern- 
ment."

FRIGHTFUL 
EXPLOSION. 


Three Thousand PMWdi at lCHro«lyc«ria» 


Kxplodet, Wrecking tk* Hancock 


Chemical Work*. 


HOUOHTOS-. Mich., March 16.— About 


8,000 pounds of nitroglycerine exploded 
at the Hancock chemical works near 
Dollar Bay, at 12:30 yesterday. All 
the buildings of the company were 
wrecked. _ It being noon, only one man 
was killed. Several were injured by 
flying debris, bnt none seriously. The 
cause of explosion will always be a 
mystery. 


The man who was killed is named 


Dominick E. Christini. His dnty was 
to attend to the mixing of acid and 
glycerine. He was in the nitroglyc- 
erine vault when the explosion oc- 
curred. Not even a minute particle oi 
his remains can be found. His part- 
ner, Carl Ulrich, who was in the mix- 
ing house, only twenty feet away, had 
a most miraculous escape by being 
wedged between the acid tubs covered 
by an iron framework. 


The dog Bob was found near him in 


the packinghouse near by, where there 
were large quantities of dynamite, and 
in a magazine near by there was stored 
65,000 pounds of dynamite, but not an 
ounce of it exploded, although the 
buildings were wrecked. 


The property damage is about|6,MO. 
This is th« third explosion at these 


works, with a total loss of ten lives. 
Windows were broken in buildings at 
Lake Linden, six miles away, and at 
Calumet, ten miles away to the north, 
glass was rattled on shelves in the 
houses and the explosion was dis- 
tinctly heard. At Houghton, three 
miles south, it was scarcely heard. 


Hundreds of people from all parts of 


the country were on the grounds 
within half an hour after the explo- 
sion.

CENTRAL PACIFIC AFFAIRS. 


Report of Sir Charles Riven Wilton— Ad- 


Tlse» Equitable Union with the 


Southern Facldc. 


LONDON, 
March 16.— Sir 
Charles 


Rivers Wilson, who went to California 
last winter to investigate Central Pa- 
cific railway affairs, read his report at 
the meeting of the English sharehold- 
ers yesterday. He had not found, he 
said, any noteworthy cases in which the 
Southern Pacific had diverted traffic 
from the Central Pacific. He was con- 
vinced that some of the leases to the 
Southern Pacific were illegal on the 
ground that the same persons were 
parties to both sides of the contract; 
also owing to the inadequacy of the 
consideration. The future prosperity 
of the Central Pacific would be found 
in an equitable union with the South- 
ern Pacific. 


Commoner F. G. Banbury, who pre- 


sided, said that Sir Charles had con- 
sented to return to the United States 
and continue his negotiations with the 
government. 


BREACH OF DIPLOMATIC USAGE. 


Baron Fava lenorei the State Department 


and Addressee Gov. Alclntyre. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.— The infor- 


mation contained in the message re- 
ceived yesterday by the secretary of 
state from Gov. Mclntyre of Colorado, 
saying that Baron Fava, the Italian 
ambassador, had addressed him di- 
rectly on the subject of the Walsen- 
burg affair, created some what of a sur- 
prise at the state department as being 
quite contrary to diplomatic usage. It 
is expected that a representative of a 
foreign country shall transact all his 
diplomatic business with officers of the 
government or officers of state govern- 
ments through the state department. 
Assistant Secretary U hi, when asked 
abont the action of Baron Fava, how- 
ever, seemed to attach no particular 
importance to it, and did not commit* 
himself on the subject. 


MUST BE ROOTED OUT. 


No More Secret Societies to be Permitted 


In the Ann Arbor High School. 


ANN ARBOR, Mich.. March 16. — The 


school board yesterday unanimously 
passed a resolution that the fraterni- 
ties in the high school must be rooted 
out. The new rule reads: "Any stu- 
dent who belongs to a secret society 
or fraternity or has any connection 
thereto, after ten days' notice to with- 
draw from same, will be subject to 
suspension or forfeiture of diploma at 
graduation, or both." 


The board stands ready to suspend 


every fraternity man in the high 
school if necessary to enforce the rule. 
It will go into effect next Tuesday and 
it is expected there will be trouble.

THE DECORATING CRAB. 


Assumed by the 8«a 


Spider for Protection. 


Bcnp* of MmrtM Flanti Bet Upon It* fUek 


to Conceal lt» Wher<-abonti—Curloiu 


of • Oneit at Caitla 


Garden Aqnartam. 


The sea spider, or decorating- crab, 


has something of the appearance of a 
spider, but it is not repulsive as the 
spider is. It is common in many lo- 
calities. The particular decorating crab 
here pictured is in the city's aquarium 
at Castle Garden, says the New York 
Sun. 
This crab is abont seven-eighths 


of an inch in size, so that the picture 
shows It at pretty nearly life size. The 
decoratinir crab attains a size of five 
inches or more, but usually after reach- 
ing two inches it ceases to decorate it- 
self. It litres on other small Crustacea 
and small fish. 


The decorating crab takes its name 


from its habit of sticking upon its back 
scraps of marine plants, and so on, 
which it places with deliberate ore. It 
is not unusual to find decora*ing crabs 
with little sea anemones on their backs. 
Sometime* the crab pulls them off from 
their abiding place on rocks or else- 
where and puts them on its back itself, 
and sometimes little anemones land 
upon the back of a decorating crab in 
the natural order of things, just as 
they might upon a spile or a stone, and 
stay there. So placed, they are moved 
about and get a bigger range of feed- 
ing than they would if fixed in one 
place, and they are apparently satisfied; 
if they were not they could easily let 
go and get off. 
In captivity, however, 


the anemones are likely to leave the 
crab; they may be disturbed or they 
may be brushed off by contact with 
planks in the tank as the crab moves 
about. Scraps of seaweed and sprigs 
and little branches of various marine 
plants form the staple of the decorat- 
ing crab's decorations, and with these 
it continues to adorn itself in captivity 
as in freedom. 


In nature the decorating crab puts 


ithese things upon its back to protect 
itself from its enemies. Besting in the 
mud, 
and partly covered by it, and 


with these things rising from its back 
like a natural growth from the bottom, 
it is practically invisible. But in cap- 
tivity it appears to select these things

and to place them upon its back with a 
view of ornamentation. 
The crab 


commonly stands upright on its reai 
leet, and it decorates itself mainly 
about its head. Often, however, these 
crabs have practically all over their 
backs more or less short fibres of about 
their own color, which is nearly black. 
The taller things that they place about 
their heads are sometimes broken ofi 
or rubbed oft as they go about, and 
then they put up fresh ones. 


The decorating crab's leg's are equal 


in length and size. 
Its claws have 


pincers like the ordinary crab's, but 
smaller. The decorating crab uses, its 
pincer claws to hold its food and con- 
vey it to its mouth, and to cut off and 
trim little branches and whatever else 
it may choose to decorate itself with. 
Each of its legs terminates in a single 
sharp, slightly curved claw. 
It may 


use a leg with its single claw to pick up 
food which, however, it passes along to 
be taken by a pincer claw. The crab 
will hold a little branch of a marine 
plant with one claw and with the other 
snip cat or poll off tiny sprays that it 
doesn't want to use. When it has 
trimmed a branch to its satisfaction it 
carries the butt to its mouth for the 
gluo or cement, and then it raises the 
branch to-its back and sets the butt 
there, firmly holding it there until ap- 
parently the cement has hardened. 
When the branch is well in place it 
will break off before it will pull out; 
the cement appears to be insoluble in 
water. Sometimes the crab does not 
seem to be satisfied with the location 
first chosen, and then it tries again. 
Sometimes, apparently, it doesn't get 
enough glue on, and then it carries the 
branch back to its mouth for more. 


"What might be taken for a little 


broom splint sticking up from the head 
of the crab in tho picture is,a very 
slender brown fibre of some sea grass, 
in color not unlike hav. This fibre the 
crab set in place since it has been 
in the aquarium It is very deli- 
cate, but, delicate as it is, the 
crab has set it firmly and secure- 
ly. The little curving spray to the left 
of the tall broom-splint-like fibre is 
made up of a number of still finer 
fibres, set each separately and all with 
equal firmness and security. The more 
substantial little branch to the right of 
the base of the tall fibre, looking some- 
thing like one of the branching horns 
of a deer, is a little spray of solieria, 
which is a branching marine plant of a 
dark red color 


The crab walks up to such a plant as 


the solieria, chooses a branch, and 
breaks it off with its pincers. It does 
not always keep the first branch that 
it breaks off. 
It may discard it by sim- 


sly letting go of it, or it may throw it 
away with one of its claws, as a person 
might throw anything away with one 
of his hands. Then it breaks off an- 
other branch. Often it takes pieces of 
nlva, or sea lettuce, which is of a dark 
jreen, and places them upon its back.

Till Wallace Printing House in 


the Loeb Block Burnt Out. 


1,081. Piaoed at »16,OOO; Insurance, 


50O; Mr. I.oeb's Insurance

The P. Loeb building on East Nortl 


street, on the alley back of the Tim 
block, occupied by the Dr. A. J. Wallac 
Job Printing House, Was gutted by fir 
last evening, and but for the courageou 
and efficient work of our fire departmen 
adjoining property, owned by Mr. Loel 
and H. Shlaudeman, and occupied by 
Geo. W. Meyer, furniture dealer, the 
Young Bros. & Maris, wholesale grocers 
the Hartten saloon and other parties 
would have gone up in smoke. As 
was the fire was confined to the building 
on the alley, the loss for Mr. Wallaci 
being about $15,000; insurance $13,500 
The damage to the building is full 
covered by insurance. The second am 
third floors are burnt out and the roo 
is off, while the windows are burnt out 


THE START. 


The fire started on the second floor a 


the rear, among the printing presses, ant 
where there was a common cannon stov 
in which there was a fire, but just how 
it began will never be known. There 
was no one on that floor at the time 
Arthur Lanham had taken the blade o: 
the paper cutter away to get it sharp 
ened, and Herbert Howes had gone ou 
to deliver some work that had been fin 
ished. Dr. Wallace was in the business 
office on the first floor. He was the only 
person in the building at the time. Her 
bert Howes was the first to discover the 
fire. It was neaily five o'clock, when he 
came in the back way and saw sparks o: 
flre falling down the elevator shaft anc 
a blaze on the rear of the second floor 
Herbert at once informed Dr. Wai 
lace and the alarm was sent 
in 


calling 
the 
entire 
fire 
depart 


went to the scene. It came in a hurry, 
and then the entire second floor was in 
flames with fire going up tho elevator 
opening. Chief Devoro and the firemen 
saw at a glance that there was a hare 
battle ahead, and they went at it cour 
ageously, greatly handicapped from the 
veiy start because of the absence o 
sufficient 
ladders. 
The old ladders 


which might do for Ramsay or some 
other small town where one-story build 
mgs abound, are cumbersome things 
and could not be used effectively. Con 
aoqusntly the firempn had to fight the 
fire standing on the ground, throwing 
water from eight sections of hose. 1 
was a clear demonstration of up-hill work 
with the odds against the firemen, anc 
the wonder is that they were enabled ti 
confine the flames to the building. Thi 
iron shutters on all the windows, next to 
the building fronting on Water sheet 
were c'osed tight, and that was a fortu 
natc circumstance. 
Otherwise the ad 


joining building would 
have 
been 


doomed, and it was no wonder that the 
members of the Young Bros. & Maiii 
company and Mr. Meyer were watchfu 
and anxious from stait to finish. 


Tho roof of the burning building fei: 


in with R crash soon after 6 o'clock, anc 
the crowd in the street scattered, as 
someone started the cry that the walls 
would fall, but tho walls kept in place 
and the firemen stood their ground 
throwing water continuously on tho fire 
through 
the 
windows keeping the 


flames from shooting upward to carry 
embers which might ignite adjacent 
property. In a short time the fire was 
mown to be under control, and all fear 
of a spreading conflagration was allayed. 
3ut it took lots of hard work, skillfully 
directed by Chief Devore and the Fire 
Commissions, Bacon, Ehrman and Cloyd, 
and then with one accord there was 
geteral praise for the effective efforts of 
he firemen and the steamer which never 
slipped a cog but kept right on purnp- 
ng water, seemingly pleased to demon- 
strate its utility and staying qualities. 


The damage to the roof, the third and 


second floors of the building is total. 
Tho upper part of the building from 
nd 
to end is a wreck, and 
all 


rf the Wallace stock on those floors ia 
uined. The printing presses and paper 
utter are at the rear. Their condition 
s as yet unknown. They are all badly 
usted, and are more or less damaged by 
he heat. The typesetting department 
•as on the second floor in the front 
oom. Some of the type is in fair shape. 
When the fire was discovered many will- 
ns people assisted Dr. Wallace in carry- 
ng out books and stock from the first 
loor, the same being taken into the 
Jell drug store on the corner and some 
nto the street. A considerable portion 
I the stock was damaged by the hasty 
xandling. 


The basement of the building is used 
or the engine and boiler room. There 
was no fire down there, but there was 


abundance of water. Dr. Wallace 


ias been furnishing power for the ele- 
ators in the furniture and wholesale 
ofocery houses, and there is a tunnel 


nder the nlley for the belts. The wa- 
;er found its way into the basement of 
be grocery house, and it was climbing 
higher all the time when discovered. 
Then holes were cut in the floor to let it 
reach the sewer outlet and thus was some 
water damage averted. There were men 
on the roofs when the fire was at its 
height to act in case of an emergency.

At 6:30 o'clock this morning the fin1 


department was called to the building 
again, because at paper burning on tl* 
upper floor. The -firemen did not use 
any water. They threw the rolls of 
paper into the street and let them burn 


JOHN DUFFY HURT. 


Early in the engagement John Duffy, 


of No. 1 hose house, one of the old men 
and heretofore lucky in fighting the 
flames, was seriously burned on the face 
and hands. He was on a ladder holding 
a nozzle pouring water into the seething 
fire, when the windows above burned 
out and fell down upon him. He was 
in a shower of fire from above and from 
the window on a level with him. He 
was severely scorched and was carried 
away to be attended by Dr. E. B. Wals- 
ton. Subsequently he was taken to his 
home. Mr. Daffy's worst injuries are 
on his arms and hands. He is not dan- 
gerously burned. 


Will Leiby, of No. 2 hose house, was 


burned on the right hand and hit on the 
back. He was out to-day as usual. 


It is now believed that the city will 


purchase necessary laders. If it is not 
done, and done at once, somebody ought 
to get up a benefit entertainment so that 
money could be raised to make the pur- 
chase.

BAD FOB THE VAN. 


That Costly Wreck Near To 


Hauto— -8100,000 Gone. 


In tbo REPUBLICAN last evening 


peared an account of the d 
wreck on the main line of the Vandaha 
road near Terre Haute, in which Al. 
Henson, formerly of Decatur, had a 
part, being in charge of the switch en 
gine crew which collided with a p;.s<!pn 
ger train. The loss by the wreck was 
fully 8100,000. Much valuable express 
matter was consumed in the fire. 


The New York office has manifested 


great anxiety about the charred contents 
of tho express safe and has sent instruc 
tions not to open it, as it is to bo sent to 
the treasury at Washington. The sate 
was in a white heat and smoke issued 
from the door for several hours alter it 
was removed from the wreck.

There 
was another safe in the car, the one 
used by the messenger, and its contents 
were also destroyed. Little of tho nier 
chandise express goods was saved.

Weir said he thought the loss at Terre 
Haute, Ind,, would reach §100,000. '-All 
the way bills of the contents of the two 
safes were destroyed," he said, "iind an 
accurate estimate can not be made till 
we hear from all the points from which 
shipments were made.

The Disappearing Photograph. 
A sheet of ordinary white, unsi/ed 


printing paper or blotting paper is to bo 
immersed in a liquid made by dissolving; 
20 grains of gelatine in an ounce oi 
water. When the paper is thoroughl) 
saturated it is to be hung up to drj. 
After thorough drying, it is to be float 
ed for three or four minutes on a mi\ 
ture of one part saturated solution of 
bichromate of potash to two paits of 
water, and again dried. The paper is 
now sensitive to light, and must bo kept 
in a dark place. By exposure to the sun 
under a negative for a sufficient time, a 
brownish print is produced, which is first 
to be soaked in cold water.untilthe unal- 
tered bichromate of potash is dissolved 
out, and then in warm water, which ic 
moves all the gelatine that has not been 
rendeied insoluble by the combined 
action of bichromote of potash and light. 
On the completion of this operation, the 
picture is still visible, in a faint brown 
color, but by immersion in a solution of 
sulphurous acid this color is bleached 
out, aud, on drying, tho paper appears 
perfectly white all over, without the 
faintest trace of an image. In order, 
however, to bring out the image, all that 
is necessary is to immerse the haper in 
what the British Journal calls "hydrovyl 
monohydride," in orther words, clean 
water, whereupon the picture plainly 
appears in while" on a dark ground. On 
drying, it disappears again, and tho pro- 
cess may bo repeated as often as desired.
